Washington, March 14-b.—Bowen intro­ 
duced a bil. to rejuce tbe postage on m_.il- 
able m atter of the second clots. 
ReLrrc-d. 
Plumb called up the joint resolution appro­ 
priating §25 000 for the eradicatiou of the 
foot and mouth disease. 
Plumb said it was a 
very serious disease, and did not affect the 
State of Kansas only, but all States. 
He 
sent to the desk and had read a dispatch from 
the Governor of Kansas urging the import­ 
ance of immediate action. 
Sherman moved 
to amend by striking out the clause which 
provides that the money be .expended in co­ 
operation with the authorities of Kansas, as 
the disease was spreading to other States and 
affecting swine and other animals. 
The peo­ 
ple of Illinois and other States were becom­ 
ing alarmed at the spread of the disease, and 
the appropriation should not be confined to 
Kansas. 
Cullom thought the amount should be 
§50,000, and the resolution passed at once. 
A t the close of the debate for the day, 
which wa» participated iu by several Sena­ 
tors, the Vice President announced that he 
would be compelled to absent himself for 
three days next week, aud if no objection was 
made, he would designate Sherman to per­ 
form the duties of the chair.

GRAPH IC DESCRIPTION OK T H E SCENE. 


C e n t r a l (Va.), M arch 14ih.—The news of 
tha irightful explosion at the Pocahontas coal 
mine spread rapidly throughout the surround­ 
ing section, and to-day crowds have beeu 
flocking to the scene of the disaster. 
The 
arrival of every train increases the number, 
and a constant stream of humanity indicates 
ihe direction of the mine from the village 
The special train which left Ceutral at 8 
o’clock last night with the Midlothian relief 
party and newspaper correspondents ran into 
a slide twenty-three miles cast of P c li-ratas, 
and the party we.e belated five hours. 
The 
track is still blockaded, making a transfer 
around the wrecks Becessary. 
A visit to tbe 
ntiues this morning presents to tbe gszs a 
spectacle which baffi is all attem pt at descrip­ 
tion. 
From mountain peak to mountain base 
were 
evidencia 
of the 
frightful havoc 
wrought, bv the explosion. 
The hill-ides 
in every direction were strewn wi’h de­ 
bris. blackened with coal dust, blown with 
terrific force from the entrances to the mine, 
presenting 
a 
scene 
of 
destruction, 
of annihilation and of desolation appalling tc 
the last degree; and when attention is at 
traeted to the blackened and smoking en 
trances to the mines, and one reiLcta upon 
the horrible fate of 154 human beings, whose 
charred and mangled remains are buried and 
smoldering in that charnel house, one reed 
not be a-tonished if the stoutest hearts quail 
and people shrink from a nearer approach to 
the aw ful scene. 
The very trees iu the moun­ 
tain sides, that have withstood the storm for 
ages, were shriven, torn and blasted, and 
their branches scattered in every conceivable 
direction. 
Portions of the wreck were blown 
clean over the mountain ridge fronting the 
approaches to the ruins and picked up more 
tnan half a mile distant. 
Even the coal dust 
was blown over the mountain, and covers the 
earth on the opposite side to a depth of an 
inch, and the blackened snd rent overcoat 
of one of the dead miners 
was 
picked 
up in a gulch nearly half a mile away. 
All the laborers’ shanties in the vicinity 
are more or less wrecked, and those in the 
line of the mine approaches completely de­ 
molished. 
So terrific was tho force of the 
explosion that the windows in the honse of a 
farmer two miles iff were shivered, 
A few 
minutes before the explosion a train of coal 
cars had been backed into one of the en­ 
tra n t’s of the mines, .and the locomotives re­ 
moved some distance down the track. Many 
cars were hurled down the track and others 
wrecked, and others thrown a groat distance 
up on the mountain side. 
Heavy axles were 
wrung aud twisted into all sorts of ehape*, 
and the wheels cracked and broken. 
The 
gullies in front of the mines are filled with 
wreckage. 
The Pocahontas mines embrac» 
an area of twenty-five miles. 
That is to say, 
a p r-on traveling through all the chambers 
and galleries of the mines would have cov­ 
ered that Uietanc*. 
There are five entrances, 
every one tilled with foul air, which renders 
the recovery of 
the 
dead 
booties im­ 
possible 
Every attem pt 
to 
enter the 
mines has been attended with bad result», 
an! in several instances tbe men barely es­ 
caping dying from the overpowering gas. 
Physicians wore kept busy yesterday in min­ 
istering to such cases. 
The furthest entry 
effected was by a H urgarían, whose sou was 
buried in tbe micas. Nearly cr«zed by grief, 
he could not be restrained, and penetrated to 
a considerable distance ; bnt was eventually 
forced to retire. 
He reported seeing a cum­ 
ber of bodies in one chamber, torn and man­ 
gled beyond a semblance of recognition. 
One was that of a youth aged 13, employed 
as a door boy, who was the pet of the mining 
camp. 
The little fellow had ju it entered

the explosion occurred. 
Colonel George Dodds, of tbe Midlothian 
mines, and other experienced mining engi­ 
neers, visited the mines this morning, and 
and made a careful examination.

friend, John Brown.” Au engraved por­ 
trait of Bro r a is s prominent feature of 
the book, and Her Majesty pays to him at 
the close the following tribute : 
“ The 
faithful attendant who is so often men- 
t oned throughout these Leaves is no 
longer with her whom he served so truly, 
devotedly, untiringly. 
In the fullness of 
health and strength he was snatched away 


fro m his career of usi fulness, after an ill­ 
ness of only three days, respected and be­ 
loved by all who rtognizvd his rare worth 
and kindness of heart, and truly regretted 
by all who kuew him. 
His loss to me (ill 
and helpless as I was at the time from an 
accident) is irreparable, for be deservedly 
possessed my entire confidence ; and to say 
that he is daily, nay, hourly, missed by 
me, whose lifelong gratitude he won by his 
care, alt nticn and devotion, is but a 
feeble expression cf the truth. 
“ A truer, nobler, trustier heart, 
More loyal, and more loving, never beat 
Within a human breast.” 
As the title indicates, the work is de 
voted almost entirely to a description of 
her Majesty’s domestic life in the High­ 
lands. 
There are many sad touches in it, 
called forth by the Queen’s memory of her 
dead husband end mother, who, it will be 
remembered, were taken away within a few 
years of each other. 
Tne record opens 
with an account of a journey paid to one 
of the hills around Balmoral in August, 
1S62, to watch the progress of a cairn 
which was being built in memory of the 
1’rinee Consort. 
“ The view was so hue, 
the day eo light, and the heather so beauti­ 
fully pink—but no pleasure, no joy, all 
dead ! And here, at the top, is the founda­ 
tion of the cairn to be erected to my 
precious Albert. 
I and 
my 
poor six- 
orphans all placed stones on i t ; and our 
initials, as well as those of the three absent 
ones, are to be carved on stoDes all round 
it. 
I felt very shaky and nervous.” Then 
comes an account of a visit to Blair in the 
autumn of 1SS3, in which are recalled the 
memories of a happier visit—happier for 
both hosts and guests, for the Duke of 
Athol was now id with an incurable dis­ 
ease : 
" Oil, it was so dresd'ully sad ! To think 
of the contrast to tne time, two years ago, 
when my darling was eo well, and 1 so 
happy with him, and just beginning to re­ 
cover from my great sorrow for dearest 
mamma’s death—looking forward to many 
more snob delightful expeditions ; and the 
poor Duke then so full of life and et engtb. 
How little we know what is before us I 
I 
felt very sad, but was so much occupied 
with the po r I »akc—for whom I truly 
grieve—that I did not feel the trial of re­ 
turning to Blair in such altered circum­ 
stances as I should otherwise have doae.” 
In an entry relating to a visit to Lord 
Dalhousie at Invermark, about the same 
time, are these touching words : “ I felt 
tired, sad and bewildered. 
For the first 
time in my life I am alone in a strange 
house, without cither mother or hu-bind, 
and the thought overwhelmed and distressed 
me deeply. 
I had a dear child with me, 
but those 'oving ones above me were both 
gone—their support 
taken 
away ! 
It 
seemed so dreadful !” The blank caused 
by the loss of the l’rince Beems to have 
been specially felt by the Queen when 
called to discharge duties of a public char­ 
acter. 
At the unveiling of a statue at 
Aberdeen she writes sadly: “ There was no 
one to direct me and to say, as formerly, 
what was to be done." This ceremony was 
depressing in o'.her respects also. 
Prin­ 
cipal Cimp' ell 8 prayer, she tells us, was 
“ very long, which was trying in the rain,” 
and the entry ends : “ Very tired ; thank­ 
ful it was ove. : but the recollection of the 
whole scene, of the whole j mrney, without 
my dear Albert, was dreadful.” 
Intermingled with these sad entries are 
descriptions of te nes which show that, in 
mingling with the poor around her High­ 
land home, the Queen found occasional re­ 
lief from her melancholy. 
Here is what 
she says of ti e ehristeniug of a woodman's 
child, at which she condescended to act as 
godmother : 
“ We stood on one aide, John Thompson 
{the father) in his h’gbland dress, next to 
the minister, who was opposite me at the 
head of the table. 
Barbara, his wife, 
stood next to him, with the baby in her 
arms. 
The old 1 nompaons and t >eir mar­ 
ried 
daughter, the 
Donald 
Stewarts, 
<!rants, and Vntoria M irgan and sister, 
and B-own. 
Dr. Taylor, who wore his 
gown, then bevan with an address and 
prayer, giving thanks for a living mother 
and a living child, after which followed an­ 
other prayer : ho then read a few passages 
from scripture, at or which came the usual 
questions which he addressed to the father, 
and to which he bowed assent. 
Then the 
minister told him, ‘ IVestnt your child for 
baptism.’ 
APer this the father took t ie 
child, and held it. while the minister bap­ 
tized it, sprinkling i; with water, but not 
making the sign of the cross, saying rir-st to 
tho3e present, 'T he child's name is Victo­ 
ria.' 1 thought it most appropriate, touch­ 
ing and impressive. 
I gave my present—a 
silver mug—t i the fatier, kissed the little 
baby, and thea we all drauk to its health, 
and that of its moth, r, in whisky, which 
was handed around with cakes.” 
During a visit at Glassalt S iiel a serv­ 
ants ball was given as a “ house-warming 
and her M ijssty describe* this pleasant 
event as folio <■? : 
“ After waitirg for awhile in my sitting- 
room, Brown came to say that all the 
servants were ready for t ie house-warm­ 
ing, and at 20 minutes to 10 we went into 
the little dining-room, which had bren 
cleared, and where all the servants were 
assembled. 
We made nineteen altogether. 
Five animate ! r is were danced, in which 
all bat myself j q:..d. 
After the first reel, 
whisky to.idy was brought round for every­ 
one, and Br vn begged I would drink to 
the fire-kindling. 
Then Grant made a 
little speech, with an sFusion to the wild 
place wc were in. and coucludingin a wish 
that our royal mistress, our good Queen, 
should live lono ! 
Tins was followed by 
cheers given on; by Boss in regular High­ 
land style, and all drank my health. 
The 
merry, pretty little ball ended at quarter- 
past 11, but the ir.en went on singing in 
the steward's room for Some time, and all 
were very happy." 
The follows : is a graphic account of an 
accident to the royal party, owing, it 
seems, to the muddled condition of the 
coachman. 
Rruwu is again on the scene 
and appears to have doae valiant service : 
“ It was quite dark when we left, but all 
the lamps w, re lit as usual; from the first, 
however, Smith seemed to be quite con­ 
fused (and indeed has been much altered 
of latei and got cff the road several times, 
once in a very dangerous place, when 
Alice called oat and Brown got off the lux 
to show him the way. 
After that, how­ 
ever, though gi ing very slowly, we secme l 
to be all right ; but Alice was not at all 
reassured, and thought Brown's holding up 
the lantern ail the time on the box indica­ 
ted that Smith could not see where he was 
going, though the read was as broad and 
plain a9 possible. 
Suddenly, about twenty 
minutes after we had started, the carriage 
began to turn up on one side. 
We called 
oat, “ W'hat's t o m atter?' 
There was 
An awful pause, during which Alice said, 


'• We are upsetting.” In another moment, 
during which I had time to reflect whether 
we should all be killed or not, and thongh 
there were still things I had not settled 
and wanted to do, the carriage turned over 
on its side and we were all precipitated to 
the ground. 
I came down very hard, with 
my tace upon the ground, near the car­ 
riage, the horseB both on the ground and 
Brown calling out in despair: 
“ The 
Lord Almighty have mercy on us ! Who 
did ever Bee the like of this before ? 
I 
thought you were all kill 'd.” 
Alice was 
soon helped up by means of tearing all ber 
alot: es to disentangle her ; but Lenchen, 
who had also got caught in her dress, 
called out very piteourly, which frightened 
me a good d eal; but she was also got out 
with 
Brown’s 
assistance, and neither 
the nor Alice was at all hur:. 
I reassured 
tlirm that I was not hurt, and urged that 
we should make the best of it, as it was an 
inevitable misfortune.” 
Toe upshot of this misfortune was that 
the royal pirty, muffled up to their chins 
in such wraps as could be procured, sat for 
a long time in the deep and weird darkness 
of a Scotch forest, under a heavy rain, un­ 
til a rescue party appeared, in the shape of 
a gillie aud a couple of baggage ponies, on 
the latt-r of which ber Majesty and the 
young Princess made their way safely 
home. 
The ladies will be interested in the 
Queen’s description of the rooms she occu­ 
pied at Dunrobin Castle, when visiting the 
Duke and Duchess of Sutherland : 
“ They are very high ; the bedroom is 
the largest, and very handsome, with a 
beautiful bed with whit; and gold flowers 
and doves at each corner, with light-blue 
furniture, and geld aud white round the 
cornice of the ceiling ; pale blue and white 
panels ; blue satin, spangled w-ith yellow 
leaves (which look just like gold) od tho 
walla ; and furniture and carpets to match. 
The dressing-room the Barne, but pale blue, 
and pink silk fluted, on the walls. 
Tne 
sitting-room, pale sea-green satin, with the 
cyphers of the late Duke and Duchess and 
their daughters on the celling. 
The furni­ 
ture of light wood. 
The little boudoir has 
a small domed ceiling, spangled with 
golden stars, and 
the same furniture. 
There are some pretty pictures iu the 
sitting-room, and prints in the 
other 
rooms.” 
This visit developed an incident which 
must have caused her Majesty’s usually 
sombre features to brighten into a smile. 
Describing a ramble over the grounds in 
company with the Duchess and the 1’rince^s 
Beatrice, she says : “ We walked into the 
pretty byre for Ayrshire cows, and a little 
farther on to the dairy, a very nice, cool 
round one. 
The Duchess told Biown to 
open the sitting room, and we found it oc 
cupied by a policeman iu b>d, which we 
were not at all prepared for, and which 
caused much amusement.” 
An entry under date Daimoral, October 
o, 1S70, records a rather important occur­ 
ence that took place between the Princess 
Louise and the Marquis ot L irue. 
“ Au 
eventful day,” the Queen names it. 
The 
event took place during a walk from the 
Glassalt Shie! to the Dhu Loch, whither 
the Princess and Lorne bad gone in com­ 
pany with Lord Hatherly and the Mar­ 
chioness of Ely. 
Not the most favorable 
circumstances for popping the question ; 
but the love that laughs at blacksmiths 
found a way in this case to set at defiance 
the presence of tho other members of the 
party, and the Queen says of the affair : 
“ Louise, who returned Borne time aftir we 
did, told me that Lorne bad spoken of his 
devotion to her, and had proposed fo her, 
aud that she had accepted him, knowing 
I would approve. 
Though I was not un- 
prepaied for this result, I felt painfully 
the thought of losing her. 
But I naturally 
gave my consent, and could only pray that 
she might be happy.” 
In the autumn of 1S73 the Q teen was 
visiting Iaverlochy Castle, and her retire­ 
ment appears to have been ruthlessly dis­ 
turbed by a lot of what she is pleased to 
call “ impudeutly-inquisitlve reporters.” 
“ We sat down on tho grass (we three) 
on onr plaids, and had luncheon, served 
by Brown and Fannie, and I sketched. 
The day was most beautiful and calm, 
litre, however—here, in this complete sol­ 
itude—we were spied upon by impudently- 
inquisitive 
reporters, who followed us 
everywhere ; but one in particular (who 
writes for one of the Scotch papers) lay 
down and watched with a telescope, and 
dodged 
me 
and 
Beatrice and Jane 
Churchill, who were walking about, and 
was most impertinent when Brown weut 
to tell him to move, which June herself 
had thought of doing. 
However, he did 
go at last, and Brown came hick, saying 
he thought there would have been a fight; 
for when Brown said, quite civilly, that 
the Queen wished him to move away, he 
said he had quite as good a right to remain 
there as the Queen. 
To this Brown an­ 
swered strongly, upon which the imperti­ 
nent individual asked, ‘ Did he kuow who 
he was ?’ And Brown answered that he 
did, and that 1 the highest gentleman in 
England would not dare do what he did, 
much less a reporter,’ and he must move 
ou, or ho would give ,hlm something more. 
And the man said : ‘ Wonld he dare say 
that before those other men (all reporters) 
who were coming np ? ’ 
And Brown an­ 
swered, ‘ Yes, he would, before anybody 
who would not behave as he ought.’ More 
strong words were used ; but the others 
came up and advised the man to come qui­ 
etly away, which he finally did. 
Such 
conduct ought to be known.” 
Toe grief of the Queen over the death 
the young I’rinc" Imperial, who fought for 
England in the Zu'u war, is very graphic­ 
ally portrayed. 
Under date of June 19, 
1S79, her Majesty writes : 
“ At twenty minutes to 
11, Brown 
knocked and came in, and said there was 
bad news; and when I, in alarm, asked 
what, lie replied, 
‘ Tne young .French 
Fiiuce is killed 
and whenl could not take 
it in and asked several times what it 
meant, 
Beatrice, who then came in 
with 
tho 
tcb-gram 
in 
her 
baud, 
said, 
‘ Oh, 
the 
Prince 
Imperial is 
killed !’ 
I feel % thrill of horror now while 
I write the wards. 
I put my hands to my 
head and cried out, ‘ No, no, it cannot be ' 
true—it can’t 
be !’ 
And then 
dear 
Beatrice, who was crying very much, as I 
did, too, gave me the telegram from Lady 
Frere. 
To die in such a horrible, awful 
way ! 
Poor, poor dear Impress ! her only, 
only child—her all, gone ' 
And sueh a 
real misfortune! 
I was 
quite beside 
myself, 
aud 
both 
of 
U3 
have 
hardly 
bad 
a ro h e r 
thought 
since. 
We 
Bent for 
Janie Ely, 
who 
was 
in the house when he was horn, and was so 
devoted to him ! 
Oo, it is too, too awful ! 
1 he more one thinks of it the worse it is. 
I was in the greatest distress. 
B:ing so 
distressed; everyone quite stunned. 
Got 
to bud very late; it was dawning, and 
little sleep did I gi t.” 
Tne book contains no allnsion to affairs 
cf state, and does not betray the slightest 
political bias. 
Family events are also 
touched npon very lightly. 
Its literary 
meritp, as the above extracts show, are of 
the very poorest. 
Nevertheless, these 
Leaves will be widely read, and present­ 
ing a portrait of a noble 
Q leen 
in 
her private life, drawn by her own royal 
hand, they will possess to all readers a 
deeply fascinating interest.

C a u s e o f t h e I s c h ia 
D is a s t e r .— The 
volcanoes have a good deal of business put 
upon them just d o w , between earth and 
sky, but it is doubted in well-informed 
quarters if the disaster at Casamaecia was 
at all due to volcanic agency. 
It is said 
that the delicate apparatus on Mount 
\ esuvius, which is arranged to give warn­ 
ing of any change in the stability of the 
surface, showed no signs of any perturba­ 
tion. 
Tne newer and apparently better 
founded theory is, that the ground was 
undermined by the action of hot springs, 
and that tne t iwn stood upon a mere crust 
of eaith, which gave way at the time of 
the disaster. 


T h e T est o f T im e,—S ixteen years sgo, 
th e fam ous silver polish, E l sc tr o-Sil ic o s, 
w as first in tro d u ced to th e pu b lic, and by in 
tiin sic m e rit it has becom e th e recognized 
stau d a rd of th e w orld.

Who that has an object before him ever 
grows tired in Pompeii ? 
As I have said, 
the aspect of the local museum is smart. 
It glistens—it gleams with its polished 
oaken fittings and g’ass cases. 
The pots 
and pans, the fishhooks and sti-rups, the. 
calcined 1 laves and fruits and nuts that 
have si nost, but not quite, brought me 
face to face with the people of A. D. 76, 
are from carbonization black, but they are 
comely. 
The whole lower room looks 
bright and cheeriul, but on every side are 
there memeutios of death, sudden, violent 
and terrib’e. llaoged round the walls are 
skeltt ms of men, women, infants, horses, 
mules, dogs, oats and poultry, ail dug from 
the ruins. 
S ay, .the little sucking pig 
yonder, that waa found in a laker’s oven, 
escaptd a violent end. 
He had been merci­ 
fully stuck to death before they scored 
and trussed him for the bake-house. 
His 
tender crackling, tfce gristle of his snout, 
his ears and eyes have long since been re­ 
solved into dust aud ashes, but the ossc.us 
structure of the tiny creature is still per­ 
fect, even to the bones ot the petite tees 
and the ver;vbr.-e of the once curly tail. 
Plum sauce and not pumice stone should 
have crowned the funereal pyre of that lit­ 
tle pig. 
How brown and shiny he must 
have beeu growing, hew nica he must 
have smelt, wheu the 
blick 
rain 
of 
ashes came down upon him aud covered 
him up for eighteen centuries. 
Bat the 
middle of the museum—what is there in 
the midst of the muteum ? Sudden, vio­ 
lent aud dreadful death, the aspect of 
which is almost supernatnrally revealed to 
us, but which bears no appalling look. 
I 
have rarely known a civilian who, having 


odcp been over a li Id of battue, say three 
day# after the 
slaughter, exhibit the 
slight at desire to make a second time that 
journey full cf horrors. 
Yet there is noth­ 
ing shocking, and scarcely anything, in­ 
deed, that can be called painful, iu the ap­ 
pearance of the images of death ranged at 
full length on the tables. 
The prostrate 
figure of the man who, from the aquiline 
outline cf his countenance is known as the 
Roman, is girt with a money belt. 
His 
death must have been from asphj xiation. 
His head reposes on one of bis arm s; the 
expression on his countenance is one of 
deeply thoughtful gravity—scarcely sleep, 
although the eyes are closed, but rather 
profound meditst ou. And then the ragazz \ 
the boy of 11 or 12 summers, who has tum­ 
bled face forward on the ground aud died 
in a moment. And the ragazz i. the exquis­ 
itely formed young girl of 16 or 17, her 
face turned a little to one side, so that you 
can sec her sweet, innocent features, and 
her hair fixed in girlish coquetry. 
These 
images of sudden aud violent deaths are all 
nude ; but when they were stricken down 
by death they wore the garments of their 
time and rank—garments which the heated 
ashes calcined and made to vanish iu a 
moment. 
But the aqua bollante, tue boil­ 
ing vapor permeating 
the pumice, the 
accrue and the ashe», formed around each 
body at tine paste, which received the im- 
priut of the corpse which it surrounded. 
This paste after some days dried, and be­ 
came a sharpjy-detined mold, and then 
came the eighteen centuries of entomb 
ment. 
The bodies decayed, the bore3 fell 
away from the ligaments ryhich turned to 
du8t, but the sharp mold remained, re­ 
taining every detail cf the external form 
of what had once been human, 
And one 
day Cavaliere Fiorelli, superintending the 
proofs of the “ scavi,” was told by a work­ 
man that with his piokax he had struck 
into a cavity appaiently of considerable di 
mensious, 
The cavity was sounded, and 
by and by some vestiges of mortality—a 
vertebra, a bone of a tarsus, or a metacar­ 
pus, was brought to 
the surface. 
It 
instantly 
occurred 
to 
the 
astute 
mind 
of 
Cavaliere 
Fiorelli 
that 
a 
human body had once occupied that cavity, 
and that the long-since indurated mass of 
pumice and ashes had formed a mold which 
should present an exact imprint of the dia- 
iotegrated corpse. 
Liquid plaster of Paris 
was brought and poured through the aper­ 
ture of the cavity. 
T ne plaster was al­ 
lowed to harden, and then the surrounding 
mold was gently removed, and these aston­ 
ishing t r inscripta of life suddenly turned 
into death were revealed. 
In only cne of 
these bodies, strangely resuscitated—if the 
paradox can be pardoned—by means of a 
bucketful of liquified plaster o‘ Paris, are 
any signs of acute physical suffering vis­ 
ible. 
Tnere is the reproduction of a dog 
which, with a collar round its neck, was 
found beside the vestibule of a patrician 
home. 
The poor dog had died hard ; it 
had rolled over in its agony, and lies on 
its back, its mouth opsn, its limbs violently 
contorted. 
The stretched out fore paw3 
are crossed, almost in the attitude of sup­ 
plication ; and the whole frame is twisted 
and wrenched in a manner suggestive of 
fearful pain having been suff-red ere the 
reiief of death came.—[London Telegraph.

They are graceful eno gh in 
their athletic sports, their riding, rowing 
and cricket, for in these pursuit* grace is 
called * fcrm 
but no form has yet been 
set np as a stindard to be attained in ball­ 
rooms. 
So we see young fellov. s who are 
very Apolles with their zephyrs on shrink 
up into slouching figures wbea they put on 
their dress coats, and shamble forward 
with awkward gaits to ask a girl to dance 
just as if they were afraid of being laughed 
at. 
Y et we have never heard of a really 
well-mannered and graceful dancer being 
laughed at even by the most gawkisu con­ 
temner of society pastimes. Perhaps if the 
fashion of slow dancing is kept up for a few 
years longer it will lead U9 naturally to a 
revival of the grace which comes from care- 
full executed movements, and the result 
will be seen in a greater polish of manners 
outside ball-rooms as well S3 in them. ’

HOW 
PLAVR 
GuASS 
IS 
MADE. 


The cast, roll, polish and burnish plate 
glass requires machinery of special con­ 
struction and a “ plant” that is costly by 
reason of its complex nature. 
The pour­ 
ing of liquid glass from the furnace upon 
the cast iron plates, and the sulxequent 
rolling, are processes comparatively sim­ 
ple. 
Any housekeeper who has used a 
rolling pin on a bateh of pie-crust dough 
performs an operation very similar i t this 
stage of plate-glass making. 
It ia tne suc­ 
ceeding processes of grinding and polishing 
aüd final burnishing tbat require the time 
and coBtly mechanism. 
After leaving the 
rolls and bed plate the glass is rippled and 
rough, aud only fit for grating or skylights 
Each plate m utt be transferred to ma­ 
chines that resemble the turntables of a 
railway. 
On that revolving pUtiorin the 
glass is 
cemented 
in 
a b:d of plas­ 
ter of Paris 
aud 
the 
maehine start­ 
ed. 
Bearing heavily 
on 
the 
surface 
of 
the glass 
are 
blocks 
of 
metal, 
and 
while 
in 
motion 
the 
surfaces 
are supplied with sharp sand and a con­ 
stant stream of water. 
The next stago of 
the glass grinding process is the same as to 
maeoinery, but instead of sand coarse 
emery is used. 
Then tinc-r emery is used 
on another revolving table, and so oa for 
half a dozen times. 
The final polishing is 
done by heavy reciprocating devices fed 
with rouge, and maintaieing a constant 
backward and forward motion, and also 
lateral movement over the surface of the 
crystal. 
AU this requires the assistance 
of a large force of ni'-n, many cf them 
skilled laborers. 
A ft:r going through 
these different grindings aud polishings 
the plate that measured au inch in thick­ 
ness is only three-fourths of an inch thick, 
has lost all of its roughnees, and ia ready 
for the shew-window of the purchaser.

NEW 
METALLURGICAL 
DISCOVERY. 


At a recent meeting of the British Asso­ 
ciation, l’rofessor Chandler Roberts de­ 
scribed some suggestive experiments on 
the mobility of gold and silver in mrl .en 
lead. 
Graham tirct ascertained tie rate of 
diffusion of salts iu solution ; Dr. Guthrie 
has recently studied the diffusion in alloys; 
and I Yofessor Roberts is now testing motáis 
at temperatures above their melting pointi. 
If a lamp of gold-lead alloy with 30 per 
cent, of gold, civered with lead, is heated 
iu a crucible, the gold appears at the sur­ 
face the very moment wheu perfect fusion 
has been attained ; the diffusion also tikes j 
place rapidly if gold alloy is put in a small | 
crucible, and this one placed within an- , 
other crucible containing lead. 
By melt ! 
iag in a cylinder, 200 miiiimeters high, a 
solid cylinder of lead with a small piece of 
the gold alloy fused to its bottom, or, bet­ 
ter still, by plr-cing the gold at the top of 
one limb of a U-shaped crucible, withdraw­ 
ing test portions from the top end of the 
o her liinb, C landler R iherts arrived at the 
diffusion rate, 300 miilimettrs in five min­ 
utes for silver, this rate being probably a 
liitie higher than that of gold. 
Sir William Thomson characterizes this 
as a great discovery. 
The rate of diffusion 
of gold in lead, he said, appeared to be im­ 
mensely greater than the rate of diffusion 
of liquids. 
The fact wa3, it was a subject 
of which we understood very little indeed, 
but which would probably prove of great 
value iu metallurgy, where one example of 
it, the rapid mixture of spiegeloisen with 
iron, wa3 well known. 
If the experiments 
were repeated with salt and water substi­ 
tuted for the gold and lead, it would take 
years—twenty years at least—to produce 
the result now attained in forty minutes, 
aud which took place not much Fss rapidly 
t ían the diffusion of oxygen through hy 
drogen, or the transmission of heat through 
iron.—[Scientific American. 


E f f ic a c y o f So a p a n d W a t e r —Those 
who a re afraid of e p id e m ic diseases may 
feel comforted on bearing that one of the 
best protective measures they can resort to 
is a very simple one—the use of so3p and 
water. An eminent physician says : “ It is 
worth while for oom^non people to learn 
that 50,000 typhus germs wiil thrive in the 
c irc u m fe re n c e of a pinhead or a visible 
globule. 
It is worth while for them to 
note that these germs may be desiccated 
and be borne like thistls seeds everywhere, 
and, like demoniacal possessions, may jump 
noiselessly down any throat. 
But there 
are certain things spores cannot stand, 
according t ) the latest ascertained results 
science. 
A water temperatnre 120' boils 
them to death, and soap chemically poisons 
th m. 
Here sanitary and microscopic sci­ 
ence come together. 
Spores thrive in low 
ground and under low conditions of life. 
For redemption, fly to hot water and soap, 
ye who live in danger of malarial poison­ 
ing. 
Hot water is sanitary ; soap is more 
sanitary. 
Fight typhus, small-por, yellow 
fever and aeue with soap. Soap is a Board 
of Health.” 
“ Cleanliness is next to god­ 
liness ;” and so far as physical health goes, 
far iu advance of what passes current for 
godliness in this wicked world. 
But, as a 
matter of fact, it is a poor kind of godli­ 
ness that does not make people cleaner as 
well as better. 
Daily coBtact with soap 
and water will help wonderfully in prop­ 
erly regulating the habit* of everyday life. 


PAPER 
FR OM 
W E I IE 
MOSS. 


The United States Consul at Christiania 
has reported to the Stats Department at 
Washington relative t > a new industry, cr 
rather the use of a new raw material for 
the manufacture of paper which will eoou 
begin in Norway and Sweden : 
To the 
various raw materials already employed ia 
manufacturing paper, such as rags, esparto, 
straw and wood, ali of which are expen­ 
sive, a new and cheaper one, namely, white 
moss, wiil shortly be added. 
Tiiis moss is 
found in immense quantities iu Norway 
and Sweden ; but it ¡s cot the living plant 
as it grows in the fields which is used for 
making paper, but the remain* of this 
kind of moss, which has gradually accumu­ 
lated iu the woods. 
The 
moideriug 
which the moss has gradually undergone 
constitutes a preparation for toe paper 
manufacture made by u tt ire herself. 
Near 
the place in Sweden where the first factory 
is now bniidicg examination has shown 
that many millions of pounds of this raw 
material are to be found, a sufficient quan­ 
tity to support a large manufactory lor a 
number of years. Paper of different thick­ 
nesses and paste-board made of the white 
moss are now shown, the latter even iu 
sheets three-quarters of an inch thick. 
It 
is harder than wood, and can easily be 
painted and polished. 
This manufacture 
is well suited for taking the piice of wo >d 
for many purposes. 
It has ait t ie good 
qualities but none of the defects of wood, 
as it neither cracks nor warps. 
Tue paste­ 
board can, consequently, be used for door 
aud window frames, for architectural orna­ 
ments of ail kinds of furniture. 
A com­ 
pany founded on shares has been formed 
for building factories in Sweden as well as 
in Norway.—[Pacific Printer and Litho­ 
grapher.

WOMEN AS CASHIERS. 
Although hundreds of women hold posi­ 
tions of financial trust in the country, wc 
have yet to hear of one of them being 
guilty of embezzlement or defalcation, 
say8 the Albany Journal, The evidence 
clearly sustains the positions of those who 
believe that women are qualified, mor­ 
ally, physically aud intellectually, for the 
handling of money in stores or in banks. 
General Spinner, who first introduced 
women into the United States Treasury as 
clerks and accountants, left ou record a 
striking testimonial to the efficiency and 
integrity of the sex, and no one had a bet­ 
ter opportunity to study the question thaD 
he, who at one time had 1,0110 women un­ 
der his direction engaged chiefly in hand­ 
ling money. He testifies that they count 
more accurately and rapidly than m en; 
that their ability to detect counterfeits 
proved to bs superior in almost every test ; 
that they were, without exception, honest ; 
and were invariably more careful and 
painstaking in their work. Complaints of 
inaccuracy and cart Ussness on the part of 
men were made frequently during General 
Spinner’s administration of the United 
States Treasury, but such complaints 
against lady clerks were few. The shrewd­ 
est and quickest detectors of counterfeit 
currency were women, and in cases of dis­ 
pute as to the genuineness of money, Gen. 
Spinner invariably took the judgment of a 
Miss Grandin, who was for a long time 
employed in hia bureau 
In ipeaking of 
her ability in this particular one day, Gen. 
Spinner said : “ If I were a believer in 
clairvoyance, I Bhould pay that she pos 
sessed tnat power; bat I am uot, so I call 
it instinct.” Although there are several 
thousand women employed by the Govern­ 
ment as clerks, accountants, postmistresses, 
and in other capacities, not one has ever 
proved unfaithful to her trust. Many 
have been discharged for incapacity and 
for other reasons, bat never one for dis­ 
honesty. These points are worth the con­ 
sideration of merchants and bankers, par 
ticularly now when there seems to be an 
epedemic of embezzlement.

While short dresses have the preference 
for the street, as it is to be hoped they will 
forever, the reappearance of the dem.-train 
for tho house is bailed with general satis­ 
faction, for its graceful folds lend an essen­ 
tial elegance to all rich toilets. A few la­ 
dies, leaders of style in New York, who ride 
to church, have for some time past at­ 
tended service in black or dark i ttomaD, 
and other rich dresses, with demi trained 
skirts devoid of drapery or garniture. 
Velvet skirts will be much worn for all 
species of toi'ettes, and, if plain, are to be 
cut cut around the brttom in some form of 
dent, square or Vandyke, under which is a 
plaitmg of a different material, reproduotd 
on some other portion of the dress. 
Some of the newly-imported velvet skirts 
are arranged in alternate wide box-plaite, 
and three flat folds two inches wide or 
five narrower. 
Stripes cf brocadtd mate­ 
rial, al'.ernating with box-plaits of velvet, 
are also favorite styles for such dresses. 
Where shot velvet is used, one of the two 
colors is used in ottoman to form the 
fau-plaits between the wide panels of the 
velvet. 
Many of the spring materials have made 
their appearance, and very ladylike cos- 
stume8 are composed of the numerous va­ 
rieties of soft woolens blended with velvet 
een, or, if of pattern material, combined 
with handsome fabrics in monochrome. 
Pattern stripes, generally formed by groups 
of line lines and dots, are the favorite 
styles, and some charming and useful 
dresses are being made of softly draping 
woolens with embroidered raised spots of 
bright silk chenille. Many of these spotted 
materials have these figures on a large 
scale, but these are far from being as at­ 
tractive to refined tastes as the smaller and 
less startling patterns, though they are 
very effective for carriage or indoor wear. 
Besides the shot or changeable silks 
which promise to be so much in vogue for 
evening dress, are new shot velvets de­ 
signed for walkiDg costumes. Tnese vel­ 
vets, alt in deep beautiful shades, are in 
reality backed with silk, usually cardinal 
or old gold, and when the light catches the 
folds a subdued glint of the bright color 
shines through with admirable effect. A 
vory stylish carriage dress has a skirt of 
darkest laurel green velvet shot with ruby, 
and the graceful French polonaise is of 
plain laurel ottoman cloth trimmed with 
silk chenille cords aud “ bobs,” mingled 
with tiny flecks of ruby. 
The “ corsage Yenitien ” is an elegant 
novelty for indoor wear among several 
other novel French bodices. 
It has thir­ 
teen eeams, is very long-waisted, and fi‘8 
like a Jersey. 
Tne back has two side 
pieces, the front also, both starting from 
the shoulder, and two other pieces replac­ 
ing the breast pi fits, and beginning at the 
square opening of the bodice. This corsage 
is lined with silk and made of any rich 
material. It laces in front over a chem­ 
isette of cream satin mervelleux or China 
cr pe gathered into a narrow band em­ 
broidered with silk and gold thread. The 
square opening and the front are bordered 
with the bands or by a flat galoon of gold. 
The tine silk cord which laces it across 
the chemisette passes through tiny rings 
sewn at the edge of the bodice under the 
embroidered bands. 
Sleeves “ a l’ltali- 
enne ”—wide and short—of the brocade or 
other rich material compo-iing the bodice, 
BhowiDg full uncersleeves to match the 
chemisette, are gathered to a loose band at 
the wrist like that at the throat. Both 
tissue and ornaments of these bodices may 
be altered if the shape and style be pre­ 
served. ■ i

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HOW WINE IS DOCTORED. 


Tapioca is deliciouB in white soup ; it is 
very nourishing, also. 
Table mats made of seine twine are ex­ 
ceedingly dnrable. They wash well, and 
two sets of them will last almost a life­ 
time. 
If you wish to give an extra touch to 
your cottage pudding, after it is in the tin 
ready to bake, put little lumps of butter 
on the top and scatter sugar and cinnamon 
over it. 
Glue that is delicate and nice for mount­ 
ing ferns and sea-weeds is made of live 
parts of gum arabic, three parts of white 
sugar, two parts of starch ; add a very lit­ 
tle water. Boil until thick and whits. 
A sauce piquante for fish is made by 
adding a teaspoonful of curry powder to 
the ordinary sauce of drawn butter. Or 
you may omit the vinegar and chop two or 
three small tart cucumbers tine, aud mix 
them with the sauce. 
A competent authority declares that gel­ 
atine should be soaked in cold water for 
two hours to dissolve it, as it will then not 
need a high temperature afterwards, and 
this is a great advantage, as the intense 
heat brings out an unpleasant flavor, 
A good cougo medicine is made by boil­ 
ing two ounces of flax seed in one quart of 
water ; add rock candy to sweeten it to 
your taste. After straining, add also the 
juice of several lemons. This should be 
taken at night, and, if possible, it should 
be hot when taken. 
A work-basket or waste-paper basket 
which has become worn and broken at the 
edges may be made to serve a good purpose 
by lining it ; have the lining quite full, 
bring it over the outside of the basket, hem 
the edge, and shir it and catch it with fine 
stitches to the basket. An old basket re­ 
paired in this way is even prettier than 
some new ones. 
A delicious filling for a layer cake is 
made of one cup of stoned raisins and one 
lemon peeled, chopped together; mix with 
this half a cup of cold water and one cup 
of sugar. Beat this well together ; if the 
cake is well baked, so that there is a crust 
on the top, put the filling in while the cake 
is still warm. Bs sure to remove the seeds 
from the lemons. 
An excellent and not common rule for 
making drawn-bntter sauce is to rub a 
piece of butter the size of an egg with a 
cupful of Hour, season with pepper and 
salt and a very little nutm eg; mix this 
with enough water to make it smooth like 
paste. Let this toil for fifteen minutes, 
then add a little more butter, stirring the 
mixture so that the butter will be thor­ 
oughly mixed with it. Add lemon juice 
before seuding to the table. 
Two pretty tidies for the back of a small 
sofa which is divided íd two parts are made 
thus: For one take three pieces of blue 
ribbon the length of the sofa cushion, put 
lace insertion of the same width as the 
ribbon between the strips of ribbon, 
trim the edge with narrow lace, not more 
than an inch and a half wide. For the other 
tidy use a contrasting color of ribbon ; 
pink or crimsoD are pretty, or a fine shade 
of ytliow will answer. Make this tidy- 
just like the other in form.—[N. Y. Fost.

How delightful ie the banquet of certain 
wines of which quasi connoisseurs delight 
to t ilk ; yet how treacherous in thru sands 
of cases—that is, bottles. How little do 
you think, as you hold the tawny port up 
to the light, passing it lovely under your 
nose just before taking the first blissful sip, 
that the bouquet Í3 nothing but a few drops 
of acetic ether, or perhaps, a dash of butyric 
ether, which gives the wiue that rich pine­ 
apple smell so appetizing to old port bib­ 
bers. Or, mayhap.it is a touch of caprylic 
acid, another counterfeit of pine-apple, 
capriol ether combining the fragtance of 
the melon aud the golden rennet in one. 
These two ethers come from fermented 
beet-root juice. But they are not the only 
things with which our drinkables are doc­ 
tored. There is pelargonio ether, largely- 
used in Irish whisky ; capric ether formed 
in the fusel oil of potatoes ; butyl alcohol, 
distilled from beet-rrot ; liydrated oxide of 
amyl, from beet roc-t and also from sugar ; 
aud a liquid, as yet chemically anonymous, 
but sold in England under the trade bap­ 
tism of grape oil, or cognac oil: with many 
others too numerous and too technical to 
mention. All these are to be found in wines, 
but only in wines of superior quality. Poor, 
thiu and ill-made wines know them uot; yet 
poor, thin and ill-made wines are doctored 
to factitious strength and likeness ; and the 
oxides aiid the oils, the acids and the es­ 
sences, which should hare been in the pure 
grape alone, are distilled in seme odorifer­ 
ous laboratory out of some nnenticing ma­ 
terial by a process which benefits no one 
but the wine doctor. But more agreeable 
aids to flavor and odor are sometimes em­ 
ployed. JRoee leaves, lime and elder flow­ 
ers, meadow sweet, the piel of quince 
pears, the blossoms of wild vines, sage 
leaves and the ferment oil of the centaury 
are all used to improve the bouquet of 
wines. Violet roots and the roots of the 
Florentine iris give the bouquet of Bor­ 
deaux to iuferior wines ; and fallen viue- 
blossome. the juice of certiin apples, the 
leaves of the quercus robur, and miliefoii 
may also be added to the list. Indeed, so 
skillfully is counterfeiting dene nowadays, 
that it requires the most careful analysis 
to determine whether the natural chemical 
components of wine were given out by the 
grape itscH, or extracted from fruits and 
vegetables added in the manufacture. 
Formerly adulteration was gross and 
clumsy ; logwood for coloring matter ; a 
wild percentage of alcohol and gooseberry 
wine or Jersey cider, for champagne; aud 
raisin wine for everything. But now more 
subtle chemical agents are brought into 
play, and unless we buy from dealers 
whose names are known, we run a risk of 
stocking our sideboards or our cellars with 
wines grown in the chemist’s garret.—[Ex­ 
change.

AN 
ASSAULT 
UPON 
BRAIN8. 


I t has been generally supposed by men 
of sufficient intelligence to comprehend the 
scheme of our government, th at the coun­ 
try is best served in legislative capacities 
by the highest ability. 
W hile it is no 
concern of ours further than the concern- 
m cnt all citizens should have in the choice 
of legislatures, we cannot hesitate to enter 
our em phatic protest against a vicious doc­ 
trin e prom ulgated by the San Francisco 
Cironicle. 
It objectB to brains being rep­ 
resented in the extra Bession of the Legis­ 
lature. 
I t therefore finds fault w ith the 
San Francisco Democracy for nominating 
'udge W . T. W allace to fill a vacancy in 
the Assembly. 
It pointB out th at Judge 
Wallace is a man of larger Intellectual cal­ 
iber and broader intelligence than general- 
'y presents for legislative honors. I t dwells 
on the fact th at as an able law yer of ex­ 
tended personal practice in the best realm 
of the law ; having served long terras of 
years as a Justice, and finally as Chief 
Justice of our highest tribunal ; as a man 
of undoubted ability, acknowledged public 
spirit, and of unquestioned high standing ; 
aud as a citizen of sense and brains, he is 
more than head and shoulders above the 
average run of men San Francisco selects 
as lawmakers. 
It would seem, therefore, 
th at Chief Justice W allace's consent to en­ 
ter the house of Assembly in the interests 
of his fellow-citizens, though a partisan of 
the Democracy, the course of which is 
open to every sort of objection, should be 
hailed by the San Francisco press w ith ac­ 
clamation, and the honesty of his motive 
be respected. 
The point is weakly made th a t it is a 
descent for such a man to consent to take 
a legislative office. 
If it were not true that 
the position of a lawmaker is one of the 
loftiest, and involves sacred trusts of which 
any man may be proud, there would be 
■warraD' enough in the illustrious example 
of John Quincy Adams, who came down 
'rom the high seat of Chief M agistrate oi 
th e Republic, and entering the lowest 
house of Congress, never left his post for 
seventscn years’ of arduous labor, aud won 
the proud title of “ the model legislator,” 
I t would seem that, however much may­ 
be deprecated the insane policy of the 
party to 
be 
dominant 
in the Legis­ 
lature, th at intelligence, ability, 
schol­ 
arly attainm ents and statesm anship should 
be preferred, by all not given to the m eth­ 
ods of logic characteristic of the Chronicle, 
to subservient ignorance 
and 
political 
slavery. 
The aim of the extra session 
w ill be to injure corporate transportation 
interests, and array the people against 
them , as we believe for purposes wholly 
political, and dictated by a rascally set of 
bosses. 
But, in the name of hum anity, 
common intelligence m ust protest th at it 
Is better for the State th at the body which 


--S to do this work should be leavened by 
somo brains. 
This elem ent in legislation 
is not yet so common th a t the proposal to 
Introduce it should not excite feelings of 
gratification. 
N ot so, however, w ith the 
ungracious journal referred to, for its own 
coarse instincts lead it to snspect really 
onost and able men of ulterior purposes 
vf they consent to enter into a contest 
q which It concerns Itself. I t becomes very 
-aUcitous for the reputation of Judge W al. 
.-ace, and leads up to the conclusion th at 
big adm itted abilities lay him open to the 
ausmcion of bad motives in consenting to 
Stand for the Assembly, 
It U scarcely necessary to recall the ab­ 


solute right of Judge W allace to run for 
the Assembly, but it is t’mely to cry halt 
to assaults upon brains, and the demand 
for political disfranchisement of intelli­ 
gence and legal ability. 
The Chronicle has 
the audacity to suggest th at as such men as 
W allace will be very likely to lead aud 
command respect for their opinions, for 
th at very reason they should not have 
seats in the law-making body. 
The pith 
of this argum ent is but skin-deep, and sug­ 
gests th a t the Democratic extra-session 
crew are egged on and supported by the 
Chronicle, which apes airs it is unable to 
m aintain. 
Men of the m ental measure of 
Judge W allace cannot be controlled by it. 
They are very apt to do their own th in k ­ 
ing and voting. 
I t is not, therefore, after 
all, a surprise th at the Chronicle and its 
coadjutors should prefer knaves in legis­ 
lative positions, or at least idiots, nor th at 
they should seriously m aintain th a t men 
only are above suspicion of im purity of 
motive who have not sufficient intelligence 
to rise superior to the domination of party 
ring-masters and journalistic whippers-in. 
So far as the railroad companies are con­ 
cerned, it m ight be very convenient for 
them to adopt the Chronicle's view, for 
knaves and fools may bs as readily in­ 
duced to stay the hand of spoliation as to 
ply it, since they are open only- to venal 
arguments. 
I t baa been charged over aod 
over again th a t these have been used, and 
it is the m isfortune of those who have to 
defend themselves from legislative assaults 
th at the composition ef legislative m ajor­ 
ities, to which San Francisco so largely 
contributes, has given color to the accusa­ 
tion. 
B ut the tru th is, th a t the assailed in ter­ 
ests have uniformly been anxious to be 
tried by honesty and brains, but have 
quite 
as 
uniformly 
been 
confronted 
w ith 
prejudice 
aud 
igorance. 
Over 
and 
again 
they have 
protested 
th at 
they 
were 
anxious 
to 
subm it 
the 
justice of their claims to the scrutiny of 
business sense, common honesty and intel 
lectual ability. 
N ot even the hardened 
Chronicle will have effrontery to deny that 
it would be better for the commonwealth 
to establish a legislative standard th at 
would place men of the highest ability in 
the seats of law-makers. 
If this people de­ 
sire the conservation of their best inter­ 
ests they m ust put to the fore in the law­ 
making branch of the Government intelli­ 
gence, ability and honesty, and drive out 
knavery, incompetency, prejudice and po­ 
litical depravity and greed. 
W e are opposed to Judge W allace's 
political 
faith ; 
he 
is 
ruuniDg for a 
seat, as is 
his 
right, in 
a 
Legisla­ 
ture 
which 
should not assemble, and 
which, it is greatly to be feared, will 
be controlled by envy and all manner of 
hatred, and m anipulated by unconscionable 
political schemers ; he has appeared before 
a political comm ittee and announced his 
intention of taking the stum p and express­ 
ing his views fully on the iseuts before the 
people ; he is a warm Democratic partisan, 
and his party has pronounced an unjusti­ 
fiable war upon railway interests. But, 
nevertheless, 
respect for legislative ca­ 
pacity, common regard for ability and the 
ordinary claims of decency demand that 
every Belf repecting journal and man should 
protest against assaults upon candidates on 
the sole ground th at they are qualified by­ 
culture, natural ability, long experience 
and high character for positions they aspire 
to fill. 


TENEMENT 
BOUSE 
REFORM. 


W ith the advance of sanitary science 
and'its steady gain in municipalities, it is 
not at all surprising th at renewed public 
attention should be called to the tenem ent 
houses of great cities. 
Except one rt fleets 
seriously upon the m atter, he will not per­ 
ceive how large a factor the tenem ent 
bonse is in the problem of modern civiliza­ 
tion, and what a m aterial element it is in 
m etropolitan life. 
Given, th at there m ust be tenem ent 
houses, and the one question is how best to 
make them conducive of the best social 
results ? 
First and foremost are healthful- 
neBS and cleanliness, of course. The model 
tenem ent house m ust not only be fit to live 
in, but it should contribute to the produc­ 
tion to the best family the State can de­ 
sire. 
It may be accepted as true th at with 
the exception of the Peabody tenem ents in 
London, and a few fiats for the better class 
in 
our 
cities, tenem ent houses 
as 
a 
rule do not contribute to the beet civiliza­ 
tion. 
Oo the contrary, they are more fre­ 
quently the h o tb ed s for stim ulating a low 
state of morals into actual vice and crime, 
or else where sluggish poverty »Dd unam ­ 
bitious life exist but to reproduce them ­ 
selves amid filth and disease. 
It m ust be taken as adm itted th at there 
cannot be a high state of moral culture, or 
even a medium grade, in the m idst oi 
squalor and atmospheres th a t daily feed 
poison to the blood. 
W e cannot conceive 
of a comm unity receiving much benefit from 
the citizenship th at exists in the m idst of 
low physical conditions. 
Professor Felix Adler, as the head of the 
New York society for ethical culture, we 
had occasion to commend some tim e since 
for his establishm ent of the free Manual 
Trainm g and Mechanical School for poor 
children ; a model school, by the way, and 
one of the l>3st examples of the capabili­ 
ties of manual training among children of 
this day. 
Professor Adler and his society 
are now before the public in the interests of 
tenem ent house reform. 
Some exceeding­ 
ly nteresting disconraes have been deliv­ 
ered on the subject a t C’hickering Hall. 
Tnat there is immediate need for reform 
amoog the tenem ent population of New 
York, was the burden of ail the speeches. 
There are thousands of nouses in New 
York totally unfit to live in, into which 
tens of thousands of human beings are 
packed, existing in a state th at is a shame 
to the great city and the American people. 
In nearly all these houses the drainage is 
bad, the cellar a pest hole, the ventilation a 
farce, and the accommodations so poor, and 
the misery, sickness and destitution such 
th at the whole comm unity is shocked every 
now and then, when some newspaper re­ 
porter ventures to penetrate the mysteries 
of these warrens and lay bare their horrors. 
But the public epeediiy subside into con­ 
tent, and the m atter passes out ol mind un­ 
til the next publication. 
Professor Adler proposes to the Legisla­ 
ture of New Y'ork to name a Commission 
to Investigate and ascertain the exact facts, 
for before a specific can be applied the dis­ 
ease must be diagnosed. 
I t is to be hoped 
th at the bill will pass the houses, and th a t 
the public will be given a full report a t an 
early day, for that report will awaken all 


other cities to action, from Boston to 
Charleston and New Orleans to San Fran- 
ciac o. 
In the mean time It is good policy to 
agitate “ tenem ent-house reform .” 
This 
is being done by “ The Model Tenement- 
House Company," of New Y ork. 
This 
association is giving force to its preaching 
by the erection of tenement-house build­ 
ings th at are approved by sanitarians and 
police officials, and are so scattered th at no 
large congregation of the very poor can be 
made. 
There is secured plenty of light 
and air, good 
drainage and 
excellent 
fittings to the tenem ents. 
These places 
are let at a very low figure, aud the houses 
are supervised by the company, and thus 
cleanliness is enforced, neatness in rooms 
and of person encouraged and the congre­ 
gation of the vicious prevented. 
The low­ 
est poverty is encouraged to occupy these 
houses, but as the virtuous are given pre­ 
ference, it follows th at a stim ulus is given 
to right reBoives. 
Of course this com­ 
pany, which is content w ith 3 per cent, re­ 
turn on itB investm ent, does not reach 
the lowest class ; the class of people who 
swarm in the w retched quarters where 
children born to m isery and crime are 
reared in a m ephitic atmosphere, and 
trained to a life of lawlessness and lazi­ 
ness. 
Professor Adler would have tene­ 
m ent house societies build houses to bring 
0 or S per cent., as the better class of oc­ 
cupants now pay rapacious landlords 15 and 
20 per cent. The surplus over 3 per cent, he 
w ouli devote to aiding w orthy poor peo­ 
ple who cannot pay a rental th at will yield 
even 3 per cent, to the stockholders. 
This 
scheme will undoubtedly suggest others. 
W e look forward very confidently to the 
forward movement of this reform. 
No 
steps have been taken in a better direction 
in modern times. 
They are among the 
grandest strides of virtue since he who 
contributes to the wellbeing of his fel­ 
lows, and puts forth a hand to lift men up, 
is doing the noblest work possible to hu­ 
manity, and is serving God in the front 
ranks. 


A REMARKABLE 
PETICION AND ITS RE­ 
CEPTION. 


The Judges of all the Chicago Courts 
and a large num ber of the leading lawyers 
of Chicago last week signed a remarkable 
petitiou and a confession. 
This strange 
document was presented in due form to 
the Congress of the U nited States, 
It 
sets forth th a t great and increasing evils 
result from the conflicting character of dif­ 
ferent local laws regarding marriage and 
divorce. 
So great are these conflicts, say the peti­ 
tioners, 
th at 
they “ constitute an ac­ 
knowledged elem ent of confusion in Am er­ 
ican jurisprudence th at has led to many 
distressing conflicts of judicial decisions. 
A marriage is often treated in one State as 
dissolved, and at the same time in another 
as subsisting. 
A man or woman may be 
punished for bigamy or adultery in one 
province upon w hat in another would be a 
lawful marriage. 
M arriage contracted in 
a foreign country and dissolved by one or 
another local jurisdiction in America is 
not dissolved by an authority known to 
international law or comity, and the sub­ 
jection of American decrees of divorce 
to the test of exam ination by foreign tri­ 
bunals makes theec m atters a frequent 
cause of collision in the adm inistration of 
private international law. 
The present 
m agnitude and rapid increase of evils bear­ 
ing so directly upon social conditions in 
this country call loudly for a rem edy.” 
The foregoing Bynopeis is wholly inade­ 
quate to indicate the vigor of the petition 
or the startling, not to say shameful, facts 
recited. 
W hat is aBked is, th at Congress 
shall take steps of inquiry to gather facts, 
with a view to thoroughly informing the 
country upon the subject, th at some plan 
may be arrived at for rem edying the 
evils complained of. 
And they are evils of 
vast proportions. 
There is a great deal of 
tru th in the charge of the Mormons that, 
while we denounce polygamy in Utah, we 
license and legalize a far more abominable 
form of concubinage in the States by the 
inequalities of our divorce laws, and the 
w ant of harmony betw een the States on 
this subject. 
It is becoming the most prom inent sub­ 
ject of a social character th at has yet been 
presented to the American people. 
A9 it 
now is, there are about three dozen differ­ 
ent codes relative to marriage aod divorce, 
and so widely at variance are they, as to 
make th at a crime under any one th at is 
lawful under any other. 
A decree of di- 
voree can be granted in one State th at has 
no validity in another. 
A second marriage 
of a divorced person in one p ait of the 
country is reckoned bigamy in another 
part. 
One State prohibits remarriage, an­ 
other encourages it. 
Thus, a man may 
have a !a--ful wife in six or seven different 
States, and yet in the State of his residence 
hu t one be recognized. 
If this is not po­ 
lygamy behind a transparent mask, we do 
not know w hat it can be term ed. 
T ru th ­ 
fully, under our laws it is possible for a 
woman to be the lawful wife of several 
husbands. 
In one section the children of 
honorable wedlock are counted legitim ate 
and esteemed bastards in another part 
of a common country, and will be cut off 
frem the line of descent and inheritance, 
A Chicago paper (the Times) is authority 
for the statem ent th at a man is now con­ 
fined in the A uburn penitentiary, New 
York, for the crime of bigamy, committed 
by m arrying a second ti ne, though the 
Courts of the State of Indiana had, at the 
time of the second marriage, dissolved the 
bonds of m atrim ony between him and his 


first wife. 
It is stated soberly th at more than one- 
half of all the divorces granted in the 
State of Illinois w ithin a given time have 
been followed by m arriages “ th at are big­ 
amous and void in law, marriages th at pre­ 
sent 
the 
legally objectionable 
charac­ 
ter of the Mormon m arital system, w ith­ 
out the pretense of th at heavenly sanctifi­ 
cation w ith which the Mormon system 
pretends to surround an American harem .” 
But while the petition is remarkable, 
coming as it docs from lawyers, its recep­ 
tion in Congress was still more to. 
The 
Democracy “ jum ped it,” and raised the 
cty of “ centralization," “ infringem ent of 
State rights,” aud all such twaddle. 
Two 
great leaders of the party objected to the 
reception of the petition, u tterly oblivious 
th at the right of petition is a sacred one, 
and th at very few legislative bodies have 
ever been so lost to a sense ol decency aa 
to ignore It. Equally foolish objection was 
made to the reference to the Judiciary 
Committee, 
This is in keeping w ith the 
uniform conduct of the Democracy, which, 


as Norcross says in his history of the party, 
“ has never been known to lead in any great 
moral, political or economical reform, and 
has ,nsver wrought out or conferred any 
substantial benefit on any people or coun­ 
try.” 
I t is not proposed th a t Congress should 
now if ever legislate on the subject, but 
th at it shall set on foot a movement which 
the States appear to be unequal to origi­ 
nating, and which, if properly conducted, 
we sincerely believe, wi-1 bring about an 
agreement th a t will work the abolition of 
the divorce evils complained of. 
B ut a 
point m ust be reached where the National 
G overnm ent would itself interfere with 
authority—as, if a State itself seeks to 
justify and legalize polygamy, or any other 
grave offense against civilization, for it is 
not thinkable th at the States' rights doc­ 
trine will be advocated even by Democratic 
Congressmen to the extent of perm itting 
such outrages upon common decency. 


D U iY 
TO 
THE 
PRIM ARY, 


A t a political m eeting in Philadelphia a 
Mr. Carson was one of the Independent 
Republican speakers. 
Ha declared that 
the first duty of the citizen is to avoid 
and not attend the primaries of his party. 
H e then proceeded to say : 
There is nothing representative in them. 
Often, 
for two hours, I have hunted the place for holding 
the primary election in my own division and then 
the polls were closed. The way primaries are held 
is this : A few men come together in a disreputable 
de >, a delegate is chcsen, whose name you are not 
familiar with, and, if t-iere is a contest, credentials 
are given to a man who has polled ten votes, rather 
than to the man who received sixty votes, if the lat­ 
ter is not the subservient tool of the bosses. The 
primaries are not tit places for the people or seif- 
respecting men to attend. 
Very well ; and if this be adm itted — and 
certainly no one is prepared to deny th at 
there is much of tru th aud force iu the 
com plaint—are absence aud avoidance the 
remedies ? If the primary is the convenient 
weapon of the vicious, is it not primarily 
chargeable to the neglect of the self-re­ 
specting voter? 
N othing will better suit 
the had political elements than the practi­ 
cal application of the “ stay-at-home” doc­ 
trine. 
The primary is the initial expres­ 
sion of party will. 
I t is there th at the 
partisan voter should make himself felt. 
If he 
replies th at the vicious prevent 
bis expressed will 
being made known 
and m anipulate the primaries regardless 
of bis vote, the answer is th at it is because 
the mass of the party put the machinery 
of the party into the hands of the bad ele­ 
ments, and for th at act the good men of 
the party are responsible. 
They are so 
largely in the m ajority th at they have the 
power to correct any ill, but the stay-at- 
home policy will not work reform. 
If they 
are not in the m ajority of the party, then 
the m anipulated primary is properly rep­ 
resentative of the mass of the rank and file, 
and the independent voter has left only the 
right of withdraw al. 
But so long as he 
holds th at the great bulk of the party is 
sound, it is his duty to work reform w ithin 
the lines and give dominance to the sound 
element. 
He should not be driven from 
his party by the vicious, nor confess their 
power to do it. 
No ; the duty of the citi­ 
zen is to go to the primary, to see to it 
th at the ballot-boxe3 are not stuffed, th at 
the poll lists are not m anipulated, and that 
only those who vote are entitled. 
To do 
this, we adm it, requires self-sacrifice, but 
there is no excellence w ithout labor. 


THE

The same story is daily gone over by the 
opponents of the levee tax, and tho same 
argum ents presented to defeat the em ­ 
phatic will of the people, and old and over­ 
turned law cases are cited iu support of the 
opposition. 
JVe have fully and exhaust­ 
ively stated our reasons for declaring th at 
the levee improvem ent proposition was 
adopted by the people, and they are sup­ 
ported by high legal authority. W e reaffirm 
th at position, and the more we examine 
into it the stronger is the conviction th at 
such is the law, th at it cannot be held 
otherwise, and th at it is equally reason, 
common sense and justice. 
The effort to 
count 
against 
the 
proposition 
dumb 
and blank ballots should not be tolerated. 
The 
question 
on 
Tuesday 
was 
one 
of 
votes, 
not 
electors 
nor 
ballots. 
If the opposition have such faith in their 
doctrine let them test it in Court. 
I t can 
be easily and quickly and inexpensively 
done. 
As it now stands two thousand six 
hundred and eighty-one voters of Sacra­ 
mento have the aflirmative, aud the effort 
to force them to appeal to the law for their 
expressed will to be made effective is 
neither reasonable nor decent, nor should 
the Trustees listen to it. 
If the opposition 
is right, then its right cannot be invaded 
and a simple w rit can be sued out to pro­ 
tect th at right from proposed assault. 
But it is the most absurd argum ent in the 
world to demand of the tw o-thirds affirm­ 
ative th at after winning the battle they 
should appeal to the Courts to declare the 
fact. 
Let those who challenge the victory 
appeal, if they wish.

HOIST 
BY ITS OWN PETARD. 


The Levee Tas 
Question Settled by the 
Law Beyot'd all Question. 
I t is not the desire of the R icobd-U kios 
to prolong the already too far extended dis­ 
cussion of the levee tax question, but the per­ 
sistent aud dogged attem pt of our evening 
contemporary to cheat the people of the city 
ont of the measnres for protection of their 
homes, adopted by them by a clear and 
unequivocal vote of nearly three to one of all 
the votes cast upon the subject, renders it 
necessary to continue to expose the soph­ 
istries and dogmatic falsehoods still put forth 
to deceive and insult a long-suffering public. 
The coiumn-and-a-quarter article which ap. 
peared last evening upon the subject could 
not well have been written so as to contain 
more self-destructive points nor stronger au­ 
thority than it did directly aga inst the posi­ 
tion it was intended to support. 
It was as 
clear and acceptable to the friends of levee 
protection who carefully read it as if it had 
been written by one who was honest and in­ 
tended to tell the truth upon the question- 
Let us for a moment examine tbe cases 
quoted, 
which were 
intended to 
show 
that 
the 
levee 
tax 
was 
not 
legally 
adopted by the necessary two-thirds vote. 
The first case citsd is lhat of Bayard vs. 
Kiings, 10 Minn., 243 
In this case the point 
was that A r icle X I , Section 1, of the Con­ 
stitution of that State provided that “ all laws 
* 
* 
* 
for the removing of county seats 
shall, before taking effect, be submitted to 
the electors of the county * 
* * to be ef­ 
fected thereby, at the next general election 
after the passage there'f, and be adopted by 
a majority of such electors. ” 
The Bee says that “ In passing upon the 
question as to whether a law pasted authoriz­ 
ing the removal of a county seat had been 
adopted by the constitutional provision cited, 
it was held that a majority of all the electors 
who had voted at such eltction must have 
concurred iu such removal, and that it was 
not sufficient that n majority of those who 
voted up;n the propositi, n of removal to 
have concurred therein, unless suth majority 
was a majority of all tne votes oast.” 
T his proposition has no more to do with 
the case iu this city than a Choctaw Indian 
has with the New Theology. 
In the Minne­ 
sota case the law provided, as will be seen, 
th *t all laws for removing county seats should 
he submitted to the electors of the county 
“ at the next general election after the passage 
thereof, aud be adopted by a majority of such 
electors." 
Now, there the law required the m atter to 
he submitted not only “ at the next general 
election”—and therefore was prevented from 
being considered at a special election—but it 
went further, and nectssaiijy made this ques­ 
tion part and parcel of the general election 
by requiring that it should be adopted by a 
maj rity of all electors at 
such general 
election. 
The 
term 
“ elector ” 
there 
used 
means 
everyone 
who 
was shown 
by the 
poll 
list 
as 
having been 
at 
the 
polls, tor aD 
“ elector” means one 
who possesses the right to exercise the elect­ 
ive franchise, and ahhiugh he may have 
only given his name to the poll clerk, and 
deposited a blank piece of paper in the bal­ 
lot-box, yet he was an “ elector 
his name 
was on the poll-sheet, and it was the electors 
as shown by the record, and the ballots 
(whether blank or not) that were the test. 
Let tbe reader remember that point. 
On the contrary, the law under which the 
question was submitted in this city requires 
that “ twe-'.hirds of all the totes cast” shall 
constitute the majority require!. 
Here, it 
will be seer, the “ rotes ” are the test in 
counting, and not the “ electors," as was re­ 
quired in Minnesota. 
There is as much dif­ 
ference between an “ electer ' and a “ vote” 
as there is between a man, as an individual, 
and a warranty deed which he may execute. 
An “ elector” is an individual having the 
right to vote ; a “ vote,” as all the authori­ 
ties 
define it, 
is the expression o f the 
will of the 
elector, 
so 
clearly 
stated 
that 
his 
intention 
can 
be 
unequivo­ 
cally determined by tbe Election Board. 
Tnerefore it makes no d:tfsrence, under the 
special law under which our levee proposition 
was submitted, how many “ electors ” ap­ 
proached the polls, or deposited pieces of pa­ 
per in the ballot-box, but the only test is, 
how many “ rotes" were cast—how m aty 
gave expression to their will hy voting either 
"y es” or “ no” on the proposition submitted. 
No reader can he so obtuse as not to compre­ 
hend the distinction here drawn. 
In this connection it may be stated, as 
illustration, that gentlemen hare come to this 
office since the election, aud sta’ed that they 
purposely cast blank ballots on this proposi­ 
tion, becau-e, not being property-owners, 
they believed they should not intetfere, or 
have their votes count either way. 
It will be further observed that our law 
says nothing about the proposition being sub­ 
mitted at a general election, but specially 
provides for its being held as a special elec­ 
tion, and at any time “ within fifteen days 
after publication has beeu made.” 
This 
shows that the two cases procted from ex­ 
actly opposite standpoints, the one being 
specially made by law a part of a general 
election, aud the other a special election, even 
if held for convenience and economic reasons, 
at the same time and plate as a general elec­ 
tion. 
But the Bee again says: 
The case of Gillespie vs. Palmer (30 Wis. 514) has 
been referred to as being opposed t-> the conclusions 
here adduced. Tile report of the case shows that at 
a general election held iu Wisconsin in lsl9, the 
question was submitted to the electors of that State 
whether the right uf suffrage should be extended 
to persons of African descent. 
The law provided 
that such right should be extended only upon con- 
diti in “ that a majority uf all the votes e a t at such 
election ” were in favor thereof. 
At such election 
there were state ctficers, county otti :ers, members 
of Congress, and tho question of extending the right 
of suffrage voted for; and the law required the 
use of one ballot for State officers, another for 
county officers, another for members of Congress, 
aud still another on the suffrage question, and th at 
these ballots should be deposited in separate boxes. 
A majority of all the votes cast In the “ elect-,ra l 
box ” were in favor of extending the right of suf­ 
frage. 
Notwithstanding such majority, it was 
claimed lit respondent, first, that the extension of 
suffrage should be approved by a majority of all the 
votes on all subjects and for ail officers cist at such 
election ; and, second, that such t-xtension should 
be approved by a majority of ail the voters voting 
at such election. 
These clahns were held by the 
Court to be untenable, it being decided that it was 
sufficient that a majority of all the votes cast in the 
" electoral box ’ were in favor of extending the 
right. 
Well ! did ever before a newspaper use a 
weapon against an opponent which so effect­ 
ually and conclusively demolished its own 
cause ? Tha law as here stated decijes the 
Sacramento case in favor of levee improve­ 
ment beyond the possibility of a question. 
In the W i.consin election four distinct sub­ 
jects were submitted at one election, and the 
only difference between that and our caee be­ 
ing that separate ballot-boxes were provided 
for each, aud here only one box. 
In Wis­ 
consin there were State officers, county offi­ 
cers, Congressmen and negro suffrage to he 
voted for. 
In Sacramento there were city 
officers, levee improvement and drainage. 
In Wisconsin the c»se was based upon the 
negro suffrage question simply, as will be 
seen. 
It was contended that in order to 
legally adopt this 
proposition, 
not only 
a majority of the votes in the suffrage-box 
was required, but that “ it should be ap­ 
proved by a majority of all the voteB on ail 
the subjects aud for ail tbe officers cast at 
such election.” 
But the Court decided th at only a majority 
of the votes cast npon the suffrage proposition 
alone were necessary to its adoption. 
This is 
the Sacramento case precisely. 
We voted on 
three propositions—officers, levees, drainage. 
The majority required for each must be as­ 
certained by the votes cast for each, and en­ 
tirely irrespective of the votes cast for the 
others, 
But if any doubt remeras after all thi», it 
is swept away hy tbe decision of the Supreme 
Court of the U uited States in the case of St. 
Joseph Township vs. Rigers (16 Wallace. 
644) 
In that case the Slate law provided 
that no municipality or township should 
incur 
a debt without 
the 
proposition 
to do eo having first received a majority 
vote of all the electors [uot rotes as in tu r 
case] of the municipality or 
town hip. 
At the 
election 
not 
one-half 
of 
all 
the electors of St. Joseph’s township took 
part in tbe election, and a still smaller num­ 
ber voted in favor of the proposition. 
Yet 
the Supreme Court held that a maj irity oi 
those who did take part in the elecion, hav­ 
ing voted in favor of the proposition, that 
the vote must be construed as expressing the 
assent of the maj rity of the electors in the 
township. 
Here iu Sacramento the decision 
was to be made not by a given majority cf 
all electors, but of voters voting on toe par­ 
ticular proposition submitted. 
I t will be 
notsd that the Bee studiously avoids a ty 
reference whatever to this decision of the 
highest Court in ths land. _ 
_ 
The more the m atter is inquired into the 
clearer it becomes that the levee tax was voted 
and lawfully carried by the two-thirds ma­ 
jority required, and that the letter and spirit 
of the law has been fully complied with. 
This view, we are at liberty to say, is fully 
and unequivocally concurred in bv such law­ 
yers as ex-Chief Justice W, H. Beatty, 


Judge S. C. Denson, Judge N. Greene Cur­ 
tis, City Attorney W. A. Anderson, ex-At­ 
torney-General A. L. Hart. District Attormy 
John T. Carey, L. S. Taylor, George E. 
Bates, ex-Assistant Attorney-General Clin­ 
ton L. White, and other leading members of 
the Sacramento bar, and by several eminent 
attorneys of tbe San Francisco bar, to whom 
the question has been submitted. 


THE STATE FR I80N INVESTIGATION AT 


FOLSOM. 


The State Board of Prison Directors met 
at Folsom Branch Prison yesterday morning 
in regular session. 
Tee chief business before 
the Board was tbe investigation of the charges 
brought against W arden McComb by P. M 
Sullivan, a Folsom attorney. 
Prior to the 
investigation of the charges, the Board beard 
the petitions of three prisoners who desired 
commutations of sentence or restoration of 
forfeited credits. 
Director Van Fleet offered a resolution pro­ 
viding for the transfer of 100 prisoners from 
San Quentin to the Folsom Prison. 
He 
claimed that there are several hundred pris­ 
oners unemployed at San Q ientin, while 
there is plenty of work for them at Folsom. 
Director B ggs opposed the resolution, on 
the ground that most of the prisoners now 
idle at San Q ;entia will shortly be employed 
there. 
He thought it would be unjust to 
Warden Shirley to make the transfer at this 
time. 
Van Fleet urged that the men are needed 
at Folsom and uot at San Quentin, and their 
labor should be utilized. 
Director Robbins favored the transfer of 
the prisoners. 
Director Hendricks spoke in favor of the 
the transfer, but thought that further consid 
eration of the m atter should Le postponed 
for the present and resumed at the next meet­ 
ing of tbe B >ard at San Quentin. 
He hoped 
to see persons of different grades of crimes 
subjected to different modes of treatment, 
and he desired to see some steps taken to 
separate prisoners and tffird opportunities 
fur leformatiou. 
He was aware that more 
men are wanted at Foleom, and would like 
to have a transfer made. 
After some further discussion. Director 
Boggs moved to postpone the m atter u .nil the 
j next meeting at Sau Quentin. 
Carried. 
The Board then proceeded to the investiga­ 
tion cf the charges against the Warden. The 
prosecution was r-preseuted hy P. M. Sulli­ 
van. J. H. McKune and A. C. Hinkson. 
Gtueral McComb had as attorneys David 
McClure and M att. F, Johnson. The investi­ 
gation began at II o’clock, and the amended 
and additional charges were read. 
They 
charge, in brief, that Warden McComb's ad­ 
ministration cf tbe prison has been charac­ 
terized 
by 
incompetency, 
extravagance, 
usurpation of power, felony, etc. 
McClure entered a general and specific 
denial to each of tbe charges, and read a let­ 
ter on the subject from the Attorcey-G-neral. 
The letter was address.d to Cbainuau Boggs, 
and laid down the rule governing the Direct­ 
ors in matters of this kind, stating that it was 
not obligatory on the Directors to enter upon 
an extensive and dilatory examination, such 
as would be had before the Governor in sim­ 
ilar case'. 
Counsel discussed the m atter of adopting 
a mode of procedure. Mr. McClure suggest­ 
ing that, as the B >ard has full discretion, it 
might be well to have the investigation con­ 
fined to the acts of the W arden during his 
incumbency under the present Board. 
Mr. Hinkson, for the complainant, said the 
charges referred to acts committed prior to 
the incumbency of the present Board, and he 
did not believe the latter would confine in­ 
quiry to the few mouths of their administra­ 
tion, 
McKune, also for the prosecution, argued 
in the same strain. 
Chairman Boggs stated that he believed it 
to be the sentiment of tbe Board that some 
inquiry should be made into acts of the W ar­ 
den prior to the incumbency of the present 
Board—that is, so far asauchacts had connec­ 
tion with subsequent events embraced in the 
charges. 
He thought that persons who claim 
to have known of illegal acts on the part of 
the Warden, committed two or three years 
ago, should have made their charges at the 
time aud not waited until dito larged from 
the employ of the Warden, which iattet fact 
would seem to disclose pets nal prejudice. 
Johnson, for the dtfense, said his side 
should ofcj-ct to ail testimony of au irrevalenl 
character. 
H i did not think this proceeding 
should be for the purpose of panderlrg to the 
desire of a curious public or scandal mongers. 
He thought the only point at issue was for 
the Board to satisfy itself as to whether or 
not General McComb is a proper person to 
be retained as Warden of the prison. 
Tbe Board then went into executive session 
to consider the m atter of adopting a course 
of procedure, and derided that the inquiry 
should be sufficiently bread to embrace all 
matters of importance touching the compe­ 
tency of the Warden. 
At 12 o'clock the prosecution called W ar­ 
den McComb as the first witness. 
McKune began to question him on his 
knowledge of penology, which Chairman 
Boggs checked, B a y i n g that the Board wnich 
appoiuted General McComb was fully satis­ 
fied as to his competency ss a peuologist. 
W arden McComb testified as to matters 
connected wilh ihs charge that the Captain 
of the Guard, Chambers, had been allowed to 
leave the prison for the purpose of election 
eering. 
He said Chambers had been allowed 
to visit his home. 
W itness knew nothing 
about Chambers' alleged electioneering. 
As 
to the allegation of haviog retained portions 
of salaries of attaches for campaign purposes, 
he simply knew that employes had eutscribed 
their Dames for certain sums through an at­ 
tache, which sums were paid over to him and 
forwarded to the Republican State Central 
Committee—something over §500 altogether. 
The collections were made at the request of 
said committee. W itness admitted that there 
once seemed to be evidence that a car had 
been burglarized by men from the prison, but 
it had been ascertained that the burglary was 
committed by Chinamen. 
Had never paid, 
aa alleged, one cent for damage to the car. 
A t this stage of the proceedings Mr. Mc­ 
Clure objected to the prosecution making a 
witness of McCcrnb. 
Charges had been 
made, and if complainant could prove them 
let him do so. 
The Chair ruled that General McComb 
need not testify further at this time. 
J . B. Smith, a former guard, told what he 
knew about the levying of political assess­ 
ments. The clerk informed the men when 
they came to get their salaries that there was 
no compulsion as to their paying tbe assess­ 
ments, but witness paid lrs portion. 
Sime 
weeks after the Warden told him he had been 
charged with being drunk while on duty. 
Witness said he had no defense to make, and 
the Warden told him he must submit to the 
rule and resign, but wuuld be given reason­ 
able time. 
Witness declined to tender his 
resignation, 
and 
was told 
by Captain 
Towle that he was then discharged for 
insolence. 
W arden McComb paid witness 
out of his own pocket the twelve dollars 
witness had paid as campaign money. 
W it­ 
ness had known of prisoners being allowe f 
outside the lines night and day, but not cff 
the prison grounds. 
This was in the harvest 
season. 
Know of men having escaped while 
permitted to do service as trusties. Saw pris­ 
oner Paul shoot a cow on tne grounds. 
Couldn’t say how he got the gun. 
Couldn’t 
say how often the Warden visited the prison­ 
ers’ cells. 
W itness named four attaches who 
had expressed poor opinions of 
Captain 
Chambers. 
Three or four persons regarded 
Chambers as lazy, incompetent and untruth­ 
ful. 
Never informed General McComb of 
the feeling against Chambers. 
These were 
witness’ statements on direct examination. 
II rbert Harrison, who was a guard in 1882, 
testified to having seen prisoner Paul with a 
shetgun one evening ; heard firing, and that 
Paul was shooting live stock. 
Saw the Bame 
prisoner a quarter of a mile from the prison, 
on the chicken ranch. 
He was allowed to 
drive a wagon to and from 1' clsom. 
Paul 
was pardoned by tbe Governor. Don’t know 
that prisoners were allowed outside without 
p r is o n garb. 
Being cross-examined, witness 
said he resigned to give his son the place held 
by him. 
His son was not discharged. 
Re­ 
direct—One Sunday Chambers came to w it­ 
ness' room and wanted him to relieve another 
guard, and finally ordered him to do so—it 
being witness’ time for rest. 
John Harrism , son of the last witness, an 
ex guard, told how he had contributed $12 to 
the campaign fund. 
He was told by the 
clerk what the money was for. 
Did not tell 
General McComb that I bad been told I 
would lose my place if 1 didn’t subscribe. 
Did not make any objection to the assess 
ment. 
Deu't know that General McComb 
knew I was assessed. 
Don’t know as to 
Chambers’ veracity. 
Cross-examination— 
Was put on guard one day when I was Bick. 
Had trouble about it with Chambers, and re­ 
signed. 
Never told General McComb the 
circumstances. 
Left my post without leave. 
James Dwyer sworn—Was guard one year, 
frem January, 1SS3. _ On July 4, 1S83, saw 
convicts outside the lines. 
Can’t Bay any of 
them were without prison clothes. 
Four of 


them escaped. Saw convict l.xux outside the 
linee with overalls and a checked shirt on. 
Don’t know he ever escaped. 
Don’t remem­ 
ber seeing Warden McComb examining cells 
officially : he might have dons <o. 
Have 
known cf prisoners snicking opium in cells ; 
it was smuggled in, I don’t know how. 
Think I once talke 1 with the Warden about 
it, and that be remarked some must have it— 
that is to the heet of my knowledge and be­ 
lief ; I am not positive about it. 
Have seen 
Fen 
Fisher 
go 
on 
guard 
duty while 
lame and using a cane. 
Hare 
knows 
Warden McComb to be absent a week at a 
time ; couldn’t say how many days he was 
absent at any given time ; think I gave Di­ 
rector Gelwicks a memorandum I had made 
of time the Warden was ab-cnt. 
The gate­ 
keeper, Lynch, left the armory open twice 
and unguarded ; reported the affair to Cham­ 
bers. 
One prisoner escaped between two 
guard posts ; don't know if the guards were 
punished. Cross-examined—Was disappoint­ 
ed in not being appointed Captain of tbe Y artL 
I was not well treated by some of the prison 
authorities; knew of prisoners being pun­ 
ished for smoking opium. 
Redirect—Te» 
dollars was deducted from my salary in 
April, 1883, to help defray the expense oi 
Captain Towle’s funeral. 
Puilip W ard sworn—Was a guard in 1883 ; 
have known prisoners to go outside the lines 
in eitizan’s clotbee, or partly thus clad. 
He 
was asked by the Wardeu to give a hvc-hun- 
dred-dollarbond before appointment as guard. 
5\ os placed on duty, and some months after­ 
ward notified in writing that as I had not 
filed a bond I could not be retained. 
He 
was given a strong recommendation when dis­ 
charged. 
Never heard of bonds being re­ 
quired cf other guards. 
Have known of the 
armory being left open. 
Saw a guard named 
Teddy Burns in oxicated on duty, aud an­ 
other guard, Poly, asleep. 
W as once told by 
Chambers to make no m re reports to him ; 
had just th-n mace complaint to him of the 
kind of du ies placed on me. 
Did not report 
having ever seeu guards intoxicated on their 
posts. 
Saw guard Fisher in liquor. 
D >n’t 
know how long nor for what re: so: s the W ar­ 
den absen’e ! himself from the prison. Cross- 
examined—Suppose the prisoners s en out­ 
side the guard lines were trusties. 
Have 
nothing to ssy against General McComb’s 
competency. 
Don’t know he was aware of 
any guard having beeu intoxicated on duty. 
This witness was somewhat of the mercurial 
order, and under questions put him gave a 
veiy rambling account cf his experiences and 
observations while employed at the prison. 
On rc-iirect examination the witness said 
Chambers was sometimes rather rough with 
prisoners and sometimes not. 
Ira P. Allen sworn—Was in the stoneyard 
last month when an affray occurred among 
prisoners ; don’t know cause of i t ; saw three 
prisoners tirhtiug; when I came to the ptisoa 
1 had a conversation wnh Chambers ; 
he 
thought some of the men would make work­ 
men, others WLuld n o t; Chambers wanted 
witness to favor two particular convicts ; I 
said I could not well do it and did n o t; these 
men got down on me aud would not obey ; 
reported them to C lum bers; his favoritism 
had a bad effect, and caused jealousy among 
other prisoners; one of these tnen was en­ 
gaged in the quarrel. 
Cross-examined—Was 
accused of causing the trouble and discharged. 
Redirect—Have heard Chambers call prison­ 
ers vile names: was discharged by the W ar­ 
den for incompeiency; never had any other 
trouble with the prisoners. 
VV. L. Curtis, sworn—Was a guard at the 
prison from February to August, 18,83. Have 
known trustieB to be allowed on the prison 
ranch, beyond the guard liuee where they 
wurked. 
They generally wore overalls, but 
had on prison skirts to show they were con­ 
victs. 
Have seen the armory doors left opeu 
twice when prisoners were passing oat and 
in. 
From what I have seen of Chambers 
about the grounds, I don’t think there is a 
more competent man in the State. 
Once ho 
told witness to make no report to him. Have 
seen guard Burns in liquor in the dining- 
rocm, and go on duty in that condition. Saw 
Lynch under the influence of drink. 
Don’t 
know of favoritism have been shown to pris­ 
oners. 
Have seen Fisher in liquor. 
Have 
no knowledge of any incompetency on the 
part of Captain or Wardeu. 
This witness 
was not cross-examined. 
Benjamin Chambers, sworn—W as Captain 
of the Guard in 1382; was absent twice from 
duty, about one month each time ; the first 
time ha! a fever; weut to Modesto each 
time ; was in Merced and Tulsre counties in 
October; wss not then in the employ of the 
prison ; was, at my- own request, taken from 
the pay-roll, and told the Warden that I did 
not know as I would return. [The charges 
allege that Captain Cuambers during t t i j 
period was in the employ of the State, and 
absent from duty on an electioneering tour. ] 
He testified that the position of Captain of 
the Guard is a veiy important o n e; had 
faithfully discharged h i s duty, or tried to; com­ 
plaints of misconduct, when C u m i n g through 
the proper chancels, have been reported; 
if of a personal character, and not msterisl, 
they were not considered ; any aileRed vio­ 
lation of the rules, properly reported, is al­ 
ways investigated ; smoking opium by the 
prisoners snd intoxication hy the guards is in 
violation of the rules. No cross-exsmination. 
Dr. W. A. Grover was called—W as until 
recently Resident Prison Physician, from 
July, 1880, to January, 1884 ; have paid some 
money for political purposes ; have known of 
several prisoners being allowed to go outside 
the lines in citizens’ clothes ; have known of 
trusties being allowed to sleep outside the 
prison ; they were persons employed outside, 
on the farm aud elsewhere; it was a favor, 
probably granted from the beginning, for ser­ 
vices rendared. 
Here the case of prisoner Paul wss again 
gone over. 
It will be remembered that this 
Paul was a youth of good family, who had 
beeu led into committing a crime. 
He es­ 
caped from the prison, but repented his 
c nurse and telegraphed W arden Pockman to 
send for him. 
He came back voluntarily, 
and therefore was the most trusted convict in 
the prison. Paul was since pardoned by the 
Governor. 
Witness testified that Paul was in the habit 
of going gunning and shooting game for the 
prison authorities, 
Koow nothing person­ 
ally of his alleged shooting of cattle. 
When 
witnees came to the prison a large proportion 
of the prisoners were addie’ed to the use of 
opium, but the evil had been largely over­ 
come. 
He inquired into the matter, and 
concluded that the drug must have been 
smuggled in by free men. 
Did not report 
his su-piciocs to the W arden, 
i t is hard to 
break up the habit of opium smoking in one 
addicted to it. 
Tnis wirnees was exceedingly loquacious, 
and was eevi ual hours on 'he stand, without 
emitting much of a relevant character. 
A 
great deal of b¡3 testimony was Btricken out. 
The investigation will probably be con­ 
cluded to-mo.-rnw.

Gather winter eggs before they become 
cold, and save them from being broken in 
the nest by freezing. 
Cayenne pepper, mustard or ginger can 
with great benefit be added to the food of 
fowls to increase their vigor and to stimu­ 
late egg production. 
To feed sparingly and irregularly is to 
lose all you give to fowls, but to study into 
their wants and anticipate them is to ren­ 
der them very profitable. 
Eggs for early hatching should not be 
allowed to remain in the nests during cold 
weather, even if experiments have shown 
that they may be subject to a great degree 
of cold weather without destroying their 
vitality. 
At its best early hatching has too 
many disadvantges to add to the list the 
chances of experiment. 
We have known of exhibition coops con­ 
taining sitting hens being suspended a few 
inches above the floor to avoid the persist­ 
ent efforts of the rats to destroy or carry 
off the eggs. 
If the nest is so situated that 
the cold air circulates freely under It, there 
should be a considerable layer of earth at 
the bottom, so that the proper amount of 
hsat may be retained. 
Hens do much better when allowed a free 
range outdoors than when confined. 
Dar­ 
win says : “ In Europe close confinement 
has marked effect on the fertility of the 
fowl ; in France it has been found that 
with fowls allowed considerable freedom, 
20 per cent, only of their eggs fail to hatch; 
with less freedom, 40 per cent, failed ; 3nd 
in close confinement, Ü0 per cent, were not 
hatched.” 
These facts should be borne in 
mind by breeders of fowls. 
In the winter eeason quantities of eggs 
are frozen, and it is generally considered 
that such eggs are worth but little, or, to 
say the least, are much injured for cook­ 
ing purposes. This, however, is not strict­ 
ly true, for if properly treat’d they are 
but little injured. 
Instead of (as w»s the 
custom) putting them into cold water to 
take out the frost, and waiting several 
hours for the thawing to take place, and 
then finding the yolks in such a solid state 
that they can be used with no satisfaction 
in cooking, try the following method : 
Place them in IniiiDg water and leave 
them there for from five to twenty min­ 
utes, according to the amount of frost in 
then, when, upon their being opened, the 
yolks will be found soft and in such a state 
that they caD be used for almost any cul­ 
inary purpose.—[American Poultry Yard. 


SCIENTIFIC 
NOTES. 


At a recent meeting of the Microscopical 
Society at San Francisco, Dr. H. W. Hark- 
nesB exhibited specimens of four new 
genera and thiity species of fungi, some 
parasitic on the eucalyptus tree, and also 
I gave a full description and exhibited speci- 
' mens of a new protococcus. 
This species 
was found by hirn in the Fresno big tree 
grove attached to the deoaying trunk of a 
sequoia gigantea. 
It is much larger than 
any other species of its genus, is ruby red 
in color, and is invested with a hyaline 
vitrous envelope. 
The attraction of a light-balanced body 
to a vibrating tuning fork was shown in a 
recent lecture in New A'ork by Dr. Monk- 
m an; also the attraction between two 
disks of paper revolving parallel and in 
the same direction. 
The lecturer also 
showed that two smoke or steam rings, 
traveling abreast and in the same direc­ 
tion, attract each other ; 
also that two 
paper rings, revolving in the same direc­ 
tion, attract each other when moving close 
together, whils if they revolved in oppo­ 
site directions they repel each other. 
It is evident, says the Nature, that v.-e 
have much to learn respecting insects 
which go through their early stages in sea 
water. 
It notes that an American con­ 
temporary ascerts in its December issue 
that there is an account by A. \V. Pearson 
of the larva of the dipterouB family Strati- 
omyiidae that was found by him beneath 
Zostera on the beach near the mooth of 
the Merrimac river. W ith a few exceptions 
all marine insects are either coleopterous 
or dipterous, and it is the latter order es­ 
pecially that showB itself the most diversi­ 
fied in point of larval adaptation to extra­ 
ordinary conditions. 
At the French gun factory near Lille 
has recently been finished a cannon which 
presents some peculiarities of proportion 
and Bhape, but whose chief novelty is a 
compact wrapping of fine wire around it 
aB tightly as possible by an engine con­ 
structed for the purpose. 
Preliminary 
tetts have shown that the resisting strength 
of the gun metal is more largely increased 
by this device than it could be from an 
equal weight of similar metal cast with the 
tube itself; but whether or not the wire 
will stand the strain of continued use can 
only be decided by the severer teats which 
are now abm t to he applied. 
Our stock of knowledge of the animal 
kingdom is increasing very rapidly. 
The 
number of mammals is now estimated at 
about 1,200, of birds 7,500, of reptiles 
2.000, and of fishes 10,000—making a total 
of about 20,000 species belonging to the 
higher classes. 
Near the close of the sev­ 
enteenth century these groups of animals 
—now known as veitebrates—were thought 
to include a total of about 1,000 species. 
As naturalists have become familiar with 
the vertebrates tneir list of those creatures 
has become enormous. 
Of beetles alone 
the museums of the world contain over 
100,000 species, while the best estimates 
place the toiai number of distinct forms of 
insects at more than 500,000. 
The whole 
animal kingdom is believed to embrace 
1.000.000 species.

At home Catholic priests risked 
life ami 1 mb to stand by faith and father­ 
land, often wandering through the coun­ 
try, sometimes disguised in the garb of 
herdsmen, tending the docks of Catholic 
farmers in the day, and when evening came 
seated by the fireside, under the sheltor of 
some friendly and sympathetic loaf, teach­ 
ing the peasants of the surrounding neigh­ 
borhood to read, write, spell, and per­ 
chance telling them — what they were 
ready enough to believe, and had too much 
reason for believing—that Rome was their 
friend and England their enemy.—[The 
Nineteenth Century.

DRUNKENNESS IN GREAT BRITAIN. 


Two parliamentary returns which have 
ju3t btea published on the motions re­ 
spectively of Henry Richard and Mon­ 
tague Scott, relative to drunkenness in 
Wales and Scotland, contain many facts of 
interest, but it is difficult to see what light 
they throw upon any disputed question re­ 
garding temperance legislation. Mr. Rich­ 
ard's return embraces an Recount of all the 
persona proceeded agaiDst summarily in the 
two periods of nine months which ended 
respectively on June 30, 18S2, and June 
30, 18-S3. 
Tne disparity between the to­ 
tals is so trifling that it can hardly be con­ 
sidered other than accidental. 
The cases 
were fewer in 1SS3 than in 1SS2 by fifty- 
six only, the totals bsing 6,517 and 6,461 
It is to bs noted also that the decrease has 
been altogether in the rural parts of Wales ; 
the boroughs show an increase cf 172 pros­ 
ecutions. the number in the two periods be­ 
ing 1,2SS and 1,460. 
Tbis increase can 
hardly be due altogether to extra police 
vigilance, and it is difficult to escape the 
conclusion that in town districts, at any 
rate, temperance is not promoted by a too 
stringent liquor law. 
The Scutch return 
relates only to cases of Sunday diunkcn- 
ness during the twelve months ended the 
29th of September last, and, as Sunday 
closing is an old institution in Scotland, 
the most obvious remark which the figures 
suggest is that even the Foibes Mackenzie 
law, which has now been in force for 
thirty years, does not prevent a considera­ 
ble amount of Sunday drunkenness in the 
aggregate. 
The convictions 
numbered 
2,624, and of these all but 255 were in the 
towns. 
Glasgow has a had pre-eminence, 
with 970 convictions. 
But Glasgow ha3 
over half a million of inhab tanta ; Green­ 
ock has not quite 60 000, aud yet returns 
226 convictions. Edinburgh records but 24: 
convictions to a population nearly reaci%ig 
230,000, while Leith, with less than 60,000 
inhabitants, contributes 121 convictions to 
the tota1 of 2 369 in tho whole of the Scotch 
burghs,—[London Globe.

” ey like to be 
called artists and to rill '-sir place with 
brie a-brac and stuffs and be off in front of 
an easel. 
They may never sell a picture 
outside of their family, but they get their 
names in art directories, and they are suf­ 
fused with joy if they learn to hear them­ 
selves spoken of as “ So and So, the art­ 
ist.” I t doesn't matter what they paint. 
It may be only a flower or a bit of fruit, 
but it is done with real oil on real canvas. 
This amateur talent seems to be rampant 
among the young women. 
They are all, it 
seems to me, dabbling in oils, and yet, 
what is worse, set themselves up as art 
critics. 
Y’ou should meet them in a pict­ 
ure gallery, airing their ideas on art. They 
rush in where otners would fear to tread. 
Tnere are many of these young women art­ 
ists for whom I have the greatest pity— 
those who are struggling to earn their 
bread. Their chances are very slim. I feel 
very sorry for them. 
Ju B t in the neighborhood of my office is 
the Cooper Union, where ec-rea of these 
girls study, and I meet them every day 
trudging cheerfully along, with their great 
canvas under their arms. 
They are happy 
enough while they are students ; 
but the 
trouble is to cotne. 
The sort of painting 
the most of them can do toe best is on 
plaques, wood and satin, and it is paid for 
very poorly. 
But when a

best is 
a it needle work. 
Look at Mrs. IVheeler with her embroid­ 
eries 1 
She gets fabulous prices, but she 
does marvelous work. She has revived the 
lost art of embroidery, and paints pictures 
with her needle. 
The drop-curtain of the 
Madison Avenue Tneater is her work, and 
cost §10,000, 
I hope, for the sake of the 
many women engaged in this pleasact pur­ 
suit, that there will not be a reaction in

R e f o r m a tio n 
b y 
E a r t h q u a k e .—The 
resolta of a hydrographic survey made in 
the Straits of Sunda since the volcanic 
eruption of last August have been given by 
M. C. \ an Doorn.

southern part of the peak of Krakatoa yet 
remains unchanged, and rises, with anal- 
mott perpendicular Dorthem edge, to a 
hight of more than 2,500 feet above the 
sea. 
The northern part of the island, 
however, has entirely disappeared, and 
soundings on the place where it had stood 
reached a depth of 
1,S00 feet without 
touching bottom. 
The lost ground of 
Krakatoa is evidently found a few miles to 
tne nortb, where the depth of the water 
has been greatly diminished, aud one old 
island has been much eilirged, while sev­ 
eral new ones have appeared above the 
surface. 
The entire examination of the 
north of Krakatoa suggested the idea that 
the surveying ship was above a crater, 
which bad been filled with water a n i 
quenched by it.
